On Monday 


Red Coupons Must 
Be Presented by 
Village Consumers 


Palm Springs housewives will 
commence using red stam ps out 
of 
ration 
book 
two 
Monday, 
March 29, for the purchase of 
meats, 
edible 
fats 
and 
oils, 
cheese and canned fish. 
Point values have been set on 
all cuts of m eat, fats and oils, 
cheese and fish. At least one 
point value table will be posted 
at every store and in addition, 
the point value of each item must 
be posted at or near the place the 
food is sold. 


STARTS ON MONDAY 


Beginning March 
29, 
P a l m 
Springs consum ers will pay from 
1 to 12 points for m eat per pound; 
eight points per pound for butter 
and cheese, and seven points per 
pound for canned fish. The aver­ 
age m eat value is six points per 
pound, w ith steaks and loin chops 
rated at eight points, bacon with 
rind at seven points, liver and 
most roasts at six, and ham bur- 
I ger at five. 
With every citizen receiving 16 
! points p er week with w hich to 
buy m eats, cheeses or fats and 
edible oils in any proportion de­ 
sired, officials estim ated the av­ 
erage weekly purchases as fol­ 
lows: Two pounds of m eat (12 
points), 
one-quarter 
pound 
of 
butler (2 points), and a small 
portion of cheese or cooking fats 
and oils valued a t two points. 


WIDE VARIANCE 


Since the first four w eeks’ al­ 
lotment of red-coupon points re­ 
mans valid until A pril 30, offi­ 
cials predicted a wide varience 
from this w eekly average shop­ 
ping list. In addition, a frugal 
consum er buying largely meats 
with 
cheaper values, 
such 
as 
spare ribs or rum p roast, could 
acquire m uch 
m ore 
than two 
pounds of m eat per person each 
week. 
The m ost expensive item in the 
new ration program is dried beef, 
m arked at 12 points per pound. 
The cheapest are pigs’ ears and 
bacon rinds, requiring only one 
point. 


WILL CHANGE 


As in the case of the processed 
foods rationing program w hich 
came into effect March 1, point 
values 
m ay 
be 
altered 
from 
month to month, depending upon 
the available supply of stock. In 
establishing the values, OPA will 
consider both the relative scar­ 
city of th e commodity and the 
relative proportion of edible con­ 
tent. 
Although all m eat values are 
listed on 
a per pound 
basis, 
grocers m ay compute the points 
on percentages of a pound in 
serving customers. Furtherm ore,

Victory Tax Forms 


Going Into Mails 


For All Employers 


There’s no rest for the weary. 
Right on the heels of income 
taxes comes the new Victory tax. 
Still buried under the greatest 
volume of mail in the history of 
his office. Collector of Internal 
Revenue N at Rogan today faced 
the task of mailing nearly one 
hundred 
thousand 
Victory tax 
forms and instructions to em­ 
ployers in the ten Southern Cali­ 
fornia counties. Despite the task 
of opening the mountain of in­ 
come tax mail, Rogan was con­ 
fident that the Victory tax forms 
could be forwarded to the post 
office by the end of this week. 
All employers required by law 
to withhold the five percent Vic­ 
tory tax from employees’ wages 
in excess of twelve dollars per 
week must file their first quar­ 
terly Victory tax return on Form 
V-l sometime between April 1 
and April 30. Form V-l is the 
only Victory tax blank which 
must be filed in April. It is not 
necessary to submit employees’ 
names. Individual forms for each 
employee will not be required 
until the end of the year. 
Victory 
tax forms and pay­ 
ments may be filed at any of the 
seventeen 
revenue 
offices

The value of homemade soups 
from a nutritional standpoint is 
being stressed by the Southern 
California Gas Company in one 
of a current series of advertise­ 
ments designed to assist house­ 
wives in their cooking problems 
under rationing. 
Soup may be an appetizer or 
a meal in itself. Clear, highly 
seasoned soups are used to stim ­ 
ulate the appetite. Soup which is 
the backbone of a meal must be 
rich in protein. Protein foods, 
such as milk, cheese, meat, fish, 
peas and beans, help to build and 
repair muscles and tissues, and 
are necessary daily. The liquid 
serves as a base for vegetables, 
cereals and protein, foods. The 
vegetables supply vitamihs and 
minerals if they are added fresh 
and cooked in the soup until ten­ 
der. The cereal may be added as 
a thickening agent and to m ake 
the soup more satisfying. 


LITTLE MEAT NEEDED 


Many housewives fail to realize 
that the flavor of meat stock 
comes from the bone and m a r­ 
row, and that it is not necessary 
to leave large portions of m eat 
hanging to the bone in order to 
make a satisfactory soup stock. 
When meat purchases are lim ited 
in either a voluntary “Share the 
Meat” Program or under official 
meat rationing, it is advisable to 
get the most that you can from 
every piece of meat that you buy. 
Since you buy meats with the 
bone, it is good housekeeping 
practice to utilize that bone, and 
there is no better way than in 
making soup. 
Clear soup stock is mainly v al­ 
uable for flavor. The nutritive 
value of soups made from a m eat 
stock base comes from the veg­ 
etables and other ingredients th at 
are added to it. 


USE LEFT-OVERS 


Soup is a medium for using 
left-overs, but these left-overs 
should not be overcooked in the 
broth so that they are not pala­ 
table and lose their identity. 
Attractiveness

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Presidential Campaign Pre-view 


President Roosevelt’s new cradle-to-the-grave 
program of social security and proposed blueprint 
of a post-war America in which the government 
would vastly expand its sphere of activity and be­ 
come an active “partner” in business and industry 
—irrespective of what action Congress may take 
with regard to it—has provided a pre-view of the 
1944 pesidential campaign of the utmost clarity 
and significance. 
The social and economic implications of the 
revolutionary program are no more far-reaching 
than its political implications, for while the plan, 
at least in theory, would “guarantee” every man, 
woman and child in the Nation against economic 
distress in old age, in sickness and in periods of 
unemployment, it would frankly seek to achieve 
this Utopian objective by means of a super-govern­ 
ment reaching into and controlling nearly every 
field of human activity. 
As a consequence, the basic issue of the 1944 
campaign for President has been clearly defined. 
The people will be asked to choose between a su­ 
per-state and private enterprise. 
For a greater 
measure of economic security, Mr. Roosevelt’s pro­ 
gram proposes that the people do with a lesser 
amount of control over their own affairs and their 
own earnings. 
The Republicans undoubtedly will 
accept that challenge and champion individual in­ 
itiative and private enterprise against the theory 
of a master-state, charging that the price of secur­ 
ity, under such conditions, will be liberty. 
Regardless of partisan considerations, the ap­ 
proaching campaign will probably overshadow in 
fundamental importance any other presidential 
campaign in the Nation’s history. 


Americans Like the Truth 
Labor today is the most powerful single group 
in the nation. It can make or break the war effort. 
Labor leaders, by demanding their pound of flesh 
during the emergency, can bring disastrous infla­ 
tion which would wipe out a half century of labor 
gains, together with the savings and standards of 
living of every man, woman and child in the coun­ 
try. 
t 
Is it any wonder that Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer has asked labor to make sacrifices along 
witli the rest of us, forego extravagant overtime 
demands, help to protect the working rights of 
men returning from war, cease disruptive jurisdic­ 
tional strife and make-work tactics; are these 
things too much to ask of labor at a time when the 
country is fighting for its very life? 
The public agrees heart and soul with every 
word that Rickenbacker has uttered. Those who 
attempt to discredit him as a labor hater, will hurt 
labor, because the words he has spoken were born 
when he was very near to death. Men near death 
think and speak the truth. And Americans like to 
hear the truth, 110 matter how unpleasant. 


State Food Crisis 


“I don’t propose to be in conflict with the fed­ 
eral government on California’s critical food and 
manpower situation, but I do propose to have the 
state act independently as far as it can to protect 
its citizens.” So declared Governor Earl Warren 
recently—and plucked the tuning fork for a swell­ 
ing symphony of legislative protest against federal 
inaction on the food front. 
With meat supplies already dwindled to a point 
where vital war workers are insufficiently fed, and 
with the farm labor shortage becoming increas­ 
ingly serious as the season progresses, California 
is beginning to feel that its contribution to the war 
¿ffort is far from appreciated by 
Washington 
agencies with jurisdiction over those twin prob­ 
lems. 
Whether federal inaction is due to “total lack 
of understanding of Western 
problems” as the 
Governor believes, or simply to gross incapacity to 
handle the situation, California is grateful and re­ 
lieved to see that its representatives at Sacramen­ 
to are alert to the difficulties and appear to know 
how to solve them. 
Senator George Hatfield of 
Merced County heads a committee which already 
has come up with some practical recommendations 
on the farm man-power situation. 
Assemblyman 
Lee T. Bashore of Los Angeles has gone so far as 
to propose to “disregard the OPA and do our best 
to feed the people of this State ourselves.” 
The vigorous and aggressive action of the Gov­ 
ernor and of the Legislature to avert a calamity 
which could easily affect our whole war effort dis­ 
astrously, is to be commended by the entire State.

I Rise to Remark 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PH ILLIPS 


The discussion of Lend-Lease 
continues. In last week’s column, 
I rem arked that published fig­ 
ures for appropriations for this 
program w ere show n as 18 bil­ 
lions in all. I offered to add them 
up to 58 billions. 
You add them for yourselves. 
First L-L appropriation, 7 bil­ 
lions; second, 6 billions (I’m only 
giving 
round 
figures); 
third, 
about 5V4 billions; that m akes the 
$18,410,000,000 
usually 
announ­ 
ced. 
Now add to that, from the War 
D epartm ent, the following “trans­ 
fers”; third supplem ental, 2 bil­ 
lions; 
fourth 
supplem ental. 
4 
billions; fifth supplem ental, 11 Vi 
billions; sixth supplem ental, 2 Vi 
billions; and to this add a trans­ 
fer from the M ilitary A ppropria­ 
tion Act of 1943 of alm ost 13 
billions; and a “second supple­ 
m ental” transfer from the Navy 
D epartm ent, of 3 billions, plus 
transfers from other departm ents 
of 800 millions, and we already 
have an additional 36 billions, apt- 
proxim ately. 
Then add the values of “ships 
which m ay be leased” from the 
M aritim e Commission for 5 bil­ 
lions, and from th e Navy, listed 
as “no lim itation as to am ount,” 
and you’ll see th at my estim ate 
of the cost of L-L as 58 billions 
was perhaps not the top. 
The m oney itself is not the 
issue. W hat I w ant John Q. P ub­ 
lic to say, w hen he sits down at 
th e table w ith M ary Public, and 
John junior, and little Molly, and 
the 
baby, 
Ezekial 
(who 
was 
nam ed after the /ic h uncle in 
M ontana, the one who owns the 
big ranch and has no children of 
his own) is this, “Well, M ary, I 
see they've loaned the allies an­ 
other $2,030 of our m oney.” For 
every tim e Congress, or any ad­ 
m inistrative agency, to which we 
have given such power, spends 
o r gives aw ay or loans a billion 
dollars, it means $7 to every man, 
w om an and child in the United 
States, or $35 to the average fam ­ 
ily of five. 
When the Congress accepted 
and approved a Federal budget 
of 109 billions for 1943, it m eant 
$3,815 
out 
of the 
pockets of 
every such average family. 
Finally, there are two para­ 
graphs in the Act, and the sup­ 
plem entary agreem ents w ith our 
allies, w ith which you m ay not 
be personally fam iliar. 
In the Act, Section 3, subsection 
(b) reads as follows: 
“The 
term s 
and 
conditions 
upon w hich any such foreign 
governm ent receives aid author­ 
ized under subscetion (a) shall be 
those w hich the President deems 
satisfactory, and the benefit to 
the U nited States m ay be pay­ 
m ent o r repaym ent in kind or 
property, or any other direct or 
indirect benefit which the Pres­ 
ident deem s satisfactory.” 
I rise to rem ark that this is 
putting plenty of pow er in one 
m an’s hands. It m eans th at in the 
post w ar negotiations, and ar­ 
rangem ents, the President of the 
United States, w hoever he may 
then be, w ill have the sole and 
exclusive authority, to settle all 
debts, to arrange trade treaties, 
to do anything which he and he 
alone “deems satisfactory.” And 
if you disagree th at this is in any­ 
one’s m ind, let m e call your at­ 
tention to the fact th at the word 
“deems” is a broader anl less con­ 
fining w ord than 
“finds,” 
for 
“finds” would have to be support­ 
ed by evidence of some kind, and 
the Congressional Record carries 
the statem ents of m en who sat in 
the original conferences on the 
wording of the Act, th a t the 
word “deem s” was insisted upon 
at that time. 
Finally, read w ith m e Article 
V II of any one of the agreements, 
w hich support the Act. I w ill take 
the one w ith the U. S. S. R. (Rus­ 
sia) for th at is printed in the 
booklet before me: 
“In the final determ ination of 
the benefits to be provided to the 
U nited States of America by the 
G overnm ent of the Union of So­ 


viet Socialist Republics in return 
for aid furnished under the Act 
of Congress M arch 11, 1941, the 
term s and conditions thereof shall 
be such as not to burden com­ 
merce betw een th e two countries, 
but to prom ote m utually advan­ 
tageous 
economic relations be­ 
tw een them and th e betterm ent 
of worldwide economic relations. 
To that end, they shall include 
provision for agreed action by the 
U nited States of A m erica and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist R epub­ 
lics, open to participation by all 
other countries of like m ind, di­ 
rected to the expansion, by ap­ 
propriate international and do­ 
m estic measures, of production,

LOOK FOR BIGGEST 


Army officials were looking for 
an area bigger than any other 
training center it had ever had 
before, in fact, one that would 
compare in size with some of the 
areas where the war department 
knew they would have to send 
armies. The desert lands of Cali­ 
fornia answered this requirement 
and one that was even more im­ 
portant—climate and terrain sim­ 
ilar to northern Africa. The Mo­ 
jave and Colorado deserts have 
the advantage for training pur­ 
poses of a climate that is actually 
hotter than northern Africa. They 
do have the disadvantage of more 
vegetation which makes it un­ 
necessary for camouflage units to 
use every bit of their ingenuity to 
make army equipment look “like 
what it ain’t,” as is required in 
the 
barren 
desert 
wastes 
of 
northern Africa. 
The object of the war depart­ 
ment in establishing such a train­ 
ing center was to give the mili­ 
tary 
personnel 
training under 
conditions as near as possible to 
those

have to cope in a foreign theater 
and to make certain the men 
would be physically able to stand 
the strain of combat in such ex­ 
cessive temperatures.

LEASE LAND 


The first task was the leasing 
or obtaining of rights of trespass 
over a vast area extending from 
north of Needles to Yuma. When 
this was finished, the army was 
ready to start installations for a 
theater of operations in every 
way similar to an actual theater 
of operations in a foreign coun­ 
try. 
From Sparda eastward to about

CONTROL DEPOTS 


Coming under control of the 
zone of communications head 
quarters in Banning are the base 
depot at Ono near San Bernar­ 
dino, the ordnance ammunition 
depot at Fontana, the ordnance 
base depot at Pomona and the 
regulating station at Colton. 
The base general depot at Ono 
is for the storage of all supplies, 
including sustenance, with the 
exception of ammunition for the 
entire theater of operations. Am­ 
munition is stored at the Fontana 
ordnance 
depot. 
The 
Pomona 
ordnance base does the repair 
work as well as supplying all 
parts for the ordnance depart­ 
ment. It is equipped to do all 
types of repairs including com­ 
plete rebuilding of all wheel ve­ 
hicles, repair of tanks and weap­ 
ons, renovating of fire control 
equipment and rebuilding tires. 
The regulating station is one of 
the most important installations 
coming under the control of the 
communications h e a d q u a rters. 
Colton was chosen because of the 
network of railroads there. The 
“daily telegram" from the field is 
handled at this station. The tele­ 
gram advises the commanding of­ 
ficer 
at 
Colton 
as 
to 
the

The regulating station requisi­ 
tions the material they w ill need 
from the depots and sends it 
where it is needed. The supplies 
are shipped by rail as far as pos­ 
sible. In the local theater of op­ 
erations 
they are shipped by 
Santa Fe or Southern Pacific to 
three railheads, Coachella, Yuma 
and 
Needles. 
Here 
they 
are 
picked up by trucks and taken 
by truck convoy to truck heads. 
Here the responsibility of the 
communications zone headquar­ 
ters ends. The combat units send 
out trucks each day to pick up 
supplies at the truck heads.

For Prosperity 


“T he uncertain ty prevalent in 
the public m ind regarding the 
fu tu re of our entire priv ate en­ 
terprise system is strikingly il­ 
lustrated 
by 
questions 
being 
raised about w hether the rail­ 
w ays can m eet com petition under 
p rivate ow nership after th e w ar, 
and even about w hether they can 
survive a t all,” said Sam uel O. 
D unn of Chicago, editor of “R ail­ 
w ay A ge,” in an address at Town 
H all in Los ngeles. 
“T h e 
governm ent’s 
N ational 
Resources P lanning B oard in its 
report 
on 
transportation 
has 
taken th e view th a t the govern­ 
m ent 
should 
acquire 
railw ay 
tracks an d term inals. It bases 
this on the assum ption that the 
governm ent w ill spend so m uch 
on com peting w aterw ays, high­ 
w ays and airw ays that private 
railw ay com panies will be unable 
to earn enough adequately to re ­ 
habilitate 
and 
im prove 
their 
properties. 
But, 
as a practical 
m atter, governm ent acquisition of 
tracks and term inals unquestion­ 
ably w ould lead to com plete gov­ 
ernm ent railw ay ow nership and 
operation. 


WHAT IS NEEDED 
“W hat w e w ill need in the 
post-w ar period 
for prosperity 
w ill be restoration in all indust­ 
ries of private enterprise u ntram ­ 
m eled by huge unnecessary gov­ 
ernm ent spending, excessive gov­ 
ernm ent controls and direct or in­ 
d i r e c t governm ent com petition 
and I confidently expect th a t this 
is w hat w e w ill have. 
“Those who believe in free en­ 
terprise w ill have to fight for it 
incessantly and all along the line 
both during and after the war.

equipm ent, declaring: 
“I venture to call attention to 
an other governm ent-im posed re­ 
striction w hich, w hile applying 
directly only to railw ays in this 
territory, is actually national in 
its effects. I refer to C alifornia’s 
so-called ‘full crew ’ law. 
“O ur great w ar effort can not

are perm itted to m ake “change” 
in coupons using the one-point 
stamp. 
In 
figuring 
fractional 
values th at are less than one- 
half a point value, the grocer 
will not deduct any additional 
points, but for fractions of one- 
half or more, the grocer w ill re ­ 
move one full point for the frac­ 
tional poundage. 


HALF RATIONED 


The new program, which af­ 
fects approxim ately 200 different 
types and cuts of the new ly 
rationed items, w ill bring 50 per 
cent of the consum ers’ w eekly 
food budget under rationing con­ 
trol. Among the few rem aining 
im portant 
foodstuffs 
still 
un ­ 
rationed are bread, cereal, fresh 
fish, poultry, game, fresh vege­ 
tables, potatoes, eggs and milk. 


By other regulations to con­ 
trol distribution of the nation’s 
food stock, OPA expects to deal 
black 
m arket 
m anipulators 
a 
death blow. These m easures to 
wipe 
out 
food 
“bootlegging,” 
which threatens both civilian and 
m ilitary supplies as well as the 
nation’s health, include licensing 
slaughterers and 
d o l l a r and 
cents retail ceilings on all pork 
cuts. W ith uniform ceiling on 
beef (w hich together w ith pork 
constitutes 80 per cent of the 
housew ives' meat budgets), OPA 
officials 
feel th at m eat 
black 
m arkets w ill have little chance to 
survive. 
In the case of pork ceilings, an­ 
nouncem ent of the specific prices 
w as m ade long enough in ad­ 
vance to supply posters and de­ 
tailed instructions to all grocers 
by the tim e the regulations go 
into effect on A pril 1. However, 
it now appears possible th at OPA 
m ay rely on the press and radio 
to fam iliarize the nation on the 
beef ceilings, thus speeding up 
institution of the order. 


WHAT IT MEANS 


W illiam A. Lippman, chairm an 
of the local w ar price and ration­ 
ing board released the following 
OPA explanation of m eat ration­ 
ing today. 
The Office of Price A dm inis­ 
tration has released the follow­ 
ing questions and answ ers in ex­ 
planation of m eat point ration­ 
ing: 
Q. How m any pounds of m eat 
w ill I be able 
to buy for each 
person in my fam ily w hen ra ­ 
tioning begins? 
A. You 
are 
not 
on a “per 
pound” 
m eat 
ration. 
W hat 
am ount you get depends on the 
cut of m eat you buy, and w hat 
other rationed foods you w ish to 
buy w ith your red stam ps. 
You 
will have 16 points per person to 
spend 
each 
week 
for 
m eats, 
cheeses, canned fish, and fats all 
together. 
Q. Will I get more m eat for my 
stam ps if I buy cuts of higher 
point value? 
A. Not necessarily. Point values 
are determ ined by a num ber of 
factors in addition to the am ount 
of edible m eat per pound. 
Por­ 
terhouse 
steak, 
for 
example, 
w orth eight 
points 
per pound, 
has a 
large 
bone; 
beef liver, 
w orth only six 
points, 
has no 
bone at all. 
Q. W hen rationing begins, can 
I be sure that I w ill find all the 
cuts of m eat listed on the table 
of consum er point values in ev ­ 
ery store? 
. 
A. Probably not. 
In localities 
w here there have been shortages 
of meat, it m ay take a little tim e 


before m arkets will have a com ­ 
plete 
assortm ent. 
However, 
housewiyes can be sure of fin d ­ 
ing as much rationed food in any 
store as 
they 
have 
points to 
spend. 


Q. W ill chain stores, as well as 
privately-ow ned m eat 
m arkets, 
all charge the same num ber of 
points per pound for the sam e 
cut of meat? 


A. Yes. 
The 
values are the 
same all over th e country. Sliced 
bacon, boneless picnics, and m ost 
beefsteaks, 
for 
example, 
w ill 
have a value of eight points per 
pound, no m atter w here you buy 
them, ju st as pork liver and veal 
kidneys will cost five points p er 
pound in every store. 


Q. W hat 
should 
I 
do if the 
butcher cuts off a larger piece of 
meat than I asked for—and th at 
costs m ore points than I w ant to 
spend for meat? 


A. As a rule, the butcher w ill 
be able to reduce the cut to con­ 
form to your 
available points. 
W here this 
is impossible, you 
may be asked to choose another 
cut. 


Q. How will 
the butcher set 
the point value of a boned rolled 
roast? 
A. He will weigh the roast w ith 
the bone 
in 
to determ ine its 
point value. 
H e may then re ­ 
move the bone so the roast can 
be rolled 
if you wish—and th e 
bone is yours. 
Q. M ust I pay the same num ­ 
ber of points per pound for a 
whole side of bacon as I do for 
sliced bacon I buy in packages? 
A. No. A w hole slab of bacon 
is considered a wholesale cut and 
will be sold at the “trade” point 
value. 
Q. How will I know how m any 
points to pay 
for 
each cut of 
meat? 
A. Point prices of retail cuts 
will be listed on an official table 
of consum er point values and at 
least one copy w ill be posted in 
every store. In addition, each re ­ 
tailer w ill have a copy of the 
point value of wholesale cuts. 
Point values m ay also be attach­ 
ed to cuts of m eat displayed in 
show cases. 
Q. 
M ay I have round steak 
ground for ham burger? 
A. Yes. But you m ust buy. it 
and give points for it as steak. 
You m ay then have it ground if 
you wish. 
Q. How 
do I pay 
points for 
m eat w hich is not cut to just an 
even num ber of points? 
A. A fraction 
of a 
point is 
dropped if it is less than half a 
point, and a full point is charged 
if the fraction is more than one- 
half. 
Q. How will I know how m any 
points I must pay for a cut of 
m eat if I don’t recognize its nam e 
on the table of point values? 
A. Y our butcher is an expert 
on m eat cuts; ask him your ques­ 
tions. 
Many 
new spapers 
w ill 
carry pictures of m eat cuts and 
their names. If your paper does 
print these pictures, be sure to 
cut them out and save them for 
future reference. 
Q. M ay I buy ham, bacon, and 
butter from 
th e 
farm er w ith 
whom I usually trade? 
A. Yes. You m ay continue to 
buy rationed food anyw here you 
wish, and you pay the same num ­ 
ber of ration points regardless of 
w here you do your buying.

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ALASKA: U. S. WAR FRONTIER 


ALASKA, sitting high on the globe, is a place of 
great potential military importance. W hether it is 
best fitted for offense or defense is a secret closely 
kept by U. S. military leaders. But probably no man 
can completely foresee the vast potentialities of Alas­ 
ka as a defense bastion of the future. One glance at 
the distance lines radiating from Fairbanks, however, 
will give even the novice an idea of Alaska’s place in 
the world of the future. A s the range of bom bers 
increases—and this occurs at an amazing pace—m ore 
and m ore of the world is drawn into the Alaska 
orbit. M ilitary experts have stated that the day is 
in sight when three-fifths of the w orld’s land area 
and most of its m etropolitan centers will be within 
bomber range of this great potential military outpost. 
Alaska has served America well—it may some day 
save it. 
T he T erritory is at the top of the world where 
distances seem strangely draw n in on the map. T his 
map shows m ost of the northern hemisphere, looking 
down upon the world from a point directly above the 
N orth pole. W hile this projection will appear strange 
to most people it is a comparatively good picture of 
the northern world and w ith relatively little distor­ 
tion above the equator. Compare the size of Greenland and the United States with the same 
areas on the world map in this atlas. Alaska’s true position in relation to the land area of the 
world is best seen on this, a polar projection. 
The Aleutians point like a dagger at Japan. A ttu, the westernm ost island, is but 2,000 
miles from Tokyo. 
By seizing the islands Japan could point the dagger at the heart of 
America. Congress has belatedly appropriated millions to arm Alaska, but how this m oney 
is being spent, where the men, the guns and the planes are being dispersed and the bases are 
being located is a secret which the Japs would like to know. The record-breaking tim e in 


which army engineers rushed to completion the new Alcan highway—a m ilitary road of ines­ 
tim able im portance—attests the value placed upon Alaska by military authorities. I t is possible 
th at you may one day drive your car over this road to the shores of Bering strait and cross 
by ferry to the vast Siberian wilderness of Russia. O nly 56 miles of w ater separates Alaska 
and Siberia at this point, and only 16 miles separate the Russian-owned Big Diomede island 
from the United States’ Little Diomede island. Aside from the military im portance of stra ­ 
tegic Alaska it is hard to conceive what giant industrial empires the Soviets and the U nited 
States may some day carve out of their neighboring northlands. 
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NO RTH AFRICA.— T h e N orth A frican expedition will be w ritten in h is­ 
tory as one of the greatest single m ilitary overseas expeditions of all tim es. 
Carefully timed and planned it may chan ge the w hole course of the war 
F ig h tin g ‘was negligible; it was Blitzk rieg personified. 
H itler will not be 
defeated by the Allied conquest of N orth A frica, but the act will have given 
the A llies two trem endous advantages which have been sorely lacking: 
(1 ) P rotection for M editerranean shipping, and (2 ) . new bases com pleting 
I 
the sem icircle of bases around Europe. 
Allied air power based on North A frica will in tim e raise a protective 
“um brella” above the M editerranean shipping lanes and perm it safe passage 
of that stretch of w ater. W hen this is a realization the effect upon Japan 
n 
will be stunning, for then a sizeable fo rce in India can be m aintained to give 
the Chinese real help in driving the Ja p s from China. T h is new route will 
save 8,000 miles and m any thousands of tons of shipping. 
T h e M iddle 
E ast can be supplied and its oil brought back to Britain. 
Eventu ally N orth Africa will be fringed with Allied airfields, and planes 
based upon them will rain death from the skies upon Southern Europe until 
it is softened up enough for a blow at th e vulnerable part of Europe. T h e 
bases in N orth A frica will unquestionably be used as jum ping off points for 
Sicily, Sardinia, C orsica, Italy , Southern France, G reece, Crete, and p er­ 
haps the Balkans, accom panied by invasions from B ritish points. 
A great deal has been said about the im portance of D akar. O nly 1,830 
air m iles from N atal, Brazil, it has been a constant threat to the security 
of our A tlantic position. As an Allied base it will im m easurably strengthen 
our N orth A tlantic sea lanes and relieve the subm arine m enace in this 
v e a . T h ere is no evidence th at Germ an subm arines have used D akar as 
* 
\ operating base, but in H itler's co n tro l D akar would be the equivalent 
N or adding m any new vessels to his subm arine fleet. In Allied hands D akar 
0 
ill cu t thousands of m iles from the ro u te used fo r air-borne plane deliv- 
ies to the fighting fronts. 
It will serve as a g reat dispersal point for 
all kinds of m ilitary equipm ent— an advanced supply base such as estab ­ 
lished by the Allies at a secret Red sea point. T h e facilities of D akar are 
superior to those of any W est A frican port. 
T h e harbor is deep, well 
protected, and with a drydock, seaplane bases, vast petroleum storage 
tanks and all the other installations of a first-class naval base. 
T h e T ran s-Sah aran railw ay has been a French dream since 1879. T h e 
section between C olom b-B echar and B e n i Abbes w as com pleted in 1942. 
B y 1946 it is scheduled for com pletion to the m ajor river ports of Segu and 
Gao, tapping the vast N iger valley. T h e gap betw een Bam ako and B eni 
Abbes is 1,500 miles. T h e route is largely over desert lands of shifting sands 
where few bridges and tunnels are required. H itler m ay have dream ed of 
using this road in his plan to conquer Sou th A m erica from D akar, and thence 
move northw ard to the U nited States. N ow the A llies m ay reverse the plan. 


R U SSIA . 
From the icy shore of B aren ts sea to the snow -covered crags and peaks of the Caucasus R ussia fights 
on a 2,500-m ile long front— the long est continuous land front of W orld W ar I I , and one w hich offers little 
except w eather in the way of a natural defense barrier. T h e rich U kraine and the iron , coal and m anganese dis­ 
tricts of the Crim ea and D onetz Basin have been lost to the G erm ans, but the R u ssian s fight on with the re­ 
* 
ijrces developed in the equally rich M agnitogorsk region. It is true th at Russia has lost all o f the rich wheat 
'• .and of the Ukraine, but the R ussians have dem onstrated before th at hunger does n o t rapidly w eaken th eir will 
^ 
q resist. T h e loss of the U kraine was serious, but not fatal. 
U nless the Red arm y can be annihilated it is difficult to see how R ussia can be defeated by a G erm any which 
must guard stolen countries from the N orth Cape to the M editerranean. R ussia's g reat wall is the U ral m oun­ 
tains, and R ussia's back is far from th at wall. R ussia can retire hundreds of miles. C an H itler extend his already 
thin lines that distance? 
B u t Russia is determ ined not to retire. T h e R ussians are peculiar th is way— a pecu­ 
liarity H itler fails to understand. “T h e y are licked,” he said a year ago, "w hy don’t they quit?” 
Roughly Germ any has conquered and holds but 10% of R ussian soil. 
C ontrary to public opinion th e 90% 
still held by the R ussians is rich in natu ral resourcesand probably adequately m achined. From all reports morale

was never higher. T h e invasion of N orth A frica has given her relief to som e m easure— perhaps not as m uch as 
the R ussians desire, but at least the definite assurance that greater things are on the way. 
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C IL Y .— F o r m any m onths both G erm ans and Italian s have been batter- 
g B ritain's lifeline through the M editerranean with planes based upon 
rategically located Sicily. From these Sicilian fields bom bers have shuttled 
ross the 60 miles o f w ater to blast the B ritish base at M alta.

In W orld 
rar I I Ita ly was equally cautious and did not en ter the war as Germ any s 
ly against England and F ran ce until it w as apparent to her m ilitary lead­ 
s tha' F ran ce was already shaking on her heels from Germ an assaults, 
here are good reasons for this Italian caution. Ita ly is a poor nation with 
any people and little wealth. She has m illions of soldiers, but little coal 
id iron to make w eapons for them , and little w ill to fight to the finish,

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INDIA: AXIS MEETING POINT? 


INDIAN OCEAN Two long Allied supply routes skirt the fringes of the 
Indian ocean. The western, and most used, route serves to supply Allied 
forces in the Near East and North Africa from the United States and Great 
Britain. Along this route, too, moves much of the Lend Lease equipment 
into the Persian gulf and thence on by rail and truck to Russia s southern 
armies. This route was secured by the British seizure of Madagascar, a 
step or two ahead of the Japs. With complete Allied control of the Medi­ 
terranean this route will be abandoned in favor of the shorter route through 
tlie Suez canal. The second and lesser used route is that from Australia 
to Bombay and the Persian gulf, handling U. S. transhipments from Aus­ 
tralia. When and if India is invaded by Japan this route will increase 
in importance. 
Unless the Japs can secure and establish further bases on the edge of 
the Indian ocean this great waterway should remain securely in control of 
Allied naval power. The great British Indian ocean base is at Trincomalee 
in Ceylon. During the low of British fortune in the Far East the Japs 
made one attempt to take this base or knock it out, but the British drove 
them off. The main Japanese bases for action in this area are Port Blair 
in the Andaman islands, Akyab and the huge Singapore base captured 
from the British at the outbreak of war in the Pacific. It is unlikely, how­ 
ever, that the Japanese have sufficient naval strength above that required 
to hold and press their South Pacific gains to attempt an Indian ocean 
venture in the near future. In the event that Germany is defeated before 
Japan—and Prime Minister Churchill has publicly hinted of this possibility 
—the Indian ocean will serve as Britain’s path to pour troops and equip­ 
ment into India and China in a huge pincers movement designed to 
throttle Japan. 
India is naturally the key to the whole Indian ocean situation. Should 
the Japanese conquer India and establish bases near the entrances to the 
Persian gulf and Red sea they will constitute a real threat to the Russian 
supply lines. Such a move by Japan might force Russia, in defense of her 
vital supply routes, to attack Japan’s puppet state of Manchukuo to relieve 
the danger. This in turn would open Russian bases for United States 
bombers to carry the war to Japan proper. The situation is full of pos­ 
sibilities. Japan lodged in West India would be near Moslem Arabia and 
only a step from Africa. By jumping across the Red sea she could attack 
the Allied African forces from the rear, forming with Hitler’s armies a 
gigantic pincers movement designed to strangle the Allies. 


CHINA 
For five years the Chinese have been fighting back at the Japanese. Recently they have had to fight 
on a half-dozen different fronts. China is without any railroad to the outside world since the Jap seizure ot 
Indo-China. There is no highway outlet from the north. The 2,500-mile road to Russia is all but useless since Rus­ 
sia needs every gun and shell she can get against the Germans. Material aid from the Allies has been slow—but 
it is coming. Yet China fights on with unflinching faith in the defensive strength of her depth. 
China is the nearest and strongest base available to the United States for direct attack against Japan. If ways 
can be found to arm and equip her 2,000,000 soldiers and 1,000,000 reserves—send them the planes, the guns and 
the tanks— China may drive the Jap into the sea. The Chinese soldier is tough—and he has refused to quit. Against 
overwhelming odds the Chinese have materially aided the cause of the United Nations. Their resistance to the 
Japanese has been all the more amazing because of their lack of the modern tools of war.

J A P A N This is Japan—the ene­ 
my’s lair. Placed in line against the 
United States it would stretch rough­ 
ly from Seattle to San Diego. Its 
greatest maximum width is 270 
miles, and with an area smaller than 
Indiana, Oregon, New Jersey and 
Vermont combined, it supports al­ 
most 73,000,000 people. Four islands 
comprise the main group: Honshu, 
Hokkaido, Shikoku and Kyushu. A 
country of mountain ranges, fre­ 
quent earthquakes, forests and small 
valleys, Japan depends heavily upon 
the sea for food and largely upon 
Korea to keep the rice bowls filled. 
There are five cities of more than 
1.000.000 inhabitants: Tokyo, the 
capital, Osaka, Kyoto, Nagoya and 
Kobe. 
Japan is the poorest of the world’s 
powers (or was until she stole the 
riches of the Netherland Indies, 
Thailand, Burma and Malaya). In 
her own possessions she has little 
coal, no iron, an inhospitable climate, 
few strategic minerals; and a rapidly 
growing population on 85% non­ 
arable land. From conquered lands 
she secured oil and rubber—but what 
Japan needs worse is iron. China 
has an estimated 240 billion tons of 
reserve iron. In the simplest terms 
this is why Japan and China are at 
war. Japanese railroads are narrow 
gauge, and most are single track, far 
behind American and European 
standards in carrying capacity. There 
are many tunnels and bridges— 
strategic air targets. The rivers of 
Japan are short and rapid, not nav­ 
igable for ocean-going vessels, but 
they supply irrigation water and 
hydro-electric power. Deep snow 
falls on the Japan sea side of Kyu­ 
shu, Honshu and Hokkaido, often 
reaching a depth of 25 feet, while the 
Pacific side of the same islands are 
fair with little snow. All Japan is 
hot in the summer, and Taiwan is 
unbearably so for most white men. 
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^ TH E NEW HEBRIDES, a French and British condominium, are directly 
k in the path of the U. S. supply line to Australia. When stopped at Guadal- 
k can al the Japs were moving towards the New Hebrides and in their pos- 
W session they would have at one and the same time severed that vital supply 
route and flanked Australia. With the fall of France the New Hebrides 
joined the Free French and eventually permitted the entry of U. S. forces 
and the establishment of a base at an undisclosed point on the island of 
Espíritu Santo. From this forward base U. S. airmen strike deep at the 
heart of the Japs lurking in their rapidly prepared bases in the Solomons. 


SOLOMON ISLAN DS 
The Solo­ 
mons were discovered by a Spaniard, 
completely forgotten, and not seen 
by a white man until 1568. In 1885 
they were divided between Germany 
and Great Britain, and in 1914 they 
were taken over by Australia as a 
mandate until they were all but 
swallowed up in the Japanese ad­ 
vance. The main Jap bases are at 
Kieta, Buin and Rekata bay, with 
Buin probably the strongest and 
best equipped of the three. Another 
base was under construction at Tu- 
lagi until knocked out by Allied air­ 
men. If the Japs are driven out of 
Guadalcanal their strategy will prob­ 
ably. be to fall back on their nearest 
base and carry on the war from that 
point. Step by step, island by island, 
they will force the Allies to regain 
their stolen outposts at the greatest 
possible cost. That the Jap considers 
the Solomons of great importance is 
evidenced in his fanatical fight to 
hold them. 
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GUADALCANAL is the focal point in a major struggle for control of the 
southwest Pacific. Its only airfield, Henderson Field, has been the vortex 
of this struggle since its capture by U. S. Marines August 7, 1942. The 
island, tropically luxurious and topped by 8,000-foot peaks, is about 90 
miles long and lies at the southern extremity of Japan's 3,324-mile reach 
into the southern hemisphere. It can act as a springboard for either the 
Allies or the Japs. Its possession by Japan makes it a constant threat to 
the security of Australia and its vital supply lines from the United States. 


NEW CALEDO N IA serves as an Allied outpost and protective base along the U. S.-Australian lifeline. It was 
occupied first by the British and later by American forces. With Espíritu Santo, the Fijis and American Samoa 
it forms a huge defensive triangle through which all troops and materials for the Pacific struggle passes. Any 
one of these points in Japanese control would immeasurably increase our Pacific problem and prolong the war 
indefinitely. New Caledonia’s enlongated shores are reef-studded and the land is hilled and thickly wooded. 
Noumea is the chief port and a good port available to the Allies dangerously threatening Japan’s southern flank. 


NEW GUINEA 


NEW G U IN EA .—In all military history water and mountains have proven 
to be man’s greatest natural barriers against invasion. The Japs have found 
no exception to this rule in New Guinea where the difficulties of surmount­ 
ing the jungle-tangled trails of the Owen Stanley Range were more than 
even their suicidal determination to win could overcome. From Gona and 
Buna the Jap -tried to drive across Papua to the Australian-held base at 
Port Moresby. It looked as if he might succeed again, but finally disease, 
hunger, the terrible jungle dampness and heroic Australians beat him back. 


PACIFIC BATTLE SCENE.—In this vast corner of the world’s greatest ocean four great naval battles have already 
been fought. These have been: (1) Battle of Java sea February 27-March 1, an Allied defeat that gave Japan 
control of the East Indies: (2) Battle of the Coral Sea, May 4-9, an Allied victory that halted the Jap thrust at 
Australia and our supply line to the South Pacific; (3) Battle of Midway, June 4-6, which prevented a possible 
Jap invasion of the Hawaiian islands; (4) Battle of the Solomons, August 7-November 18, a series of engage­ 
ments which prevented the cutting of the U. S. supply lina and so upset the balance of Pacific naval power 
as to materially weaken Japan’s position in the South Pacific area. 
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TU RKEY.—In the foreground of his­ 
tory are the Bosporus and the Dar­ 
danelles—two narrow necks of water 
which separate Asia from Europe 
and form the two entrances to Tur­ 
key’s own private Sea of Marmara. 
The famous straits, key to the Black 
sea, have been a source of trouble 
since the dawn of time. And as 
Turkey holds this key so does she 
hold the key to the vast oil fields of 
the Near East—the Caucasus and 
Iran (Persia). 
Hitler, unable to reach the Cauca­ 
sus oil fields through Russia, may be 
forced to go through Turkey. Will 
the Turks fight? Only the Turks 
know the answer to this. They have 
been completely enigmatic, but in 
view of recent Russian successes at 
Stalingrad they may resist invasion. 
Turkey is the kind of a country 
which is ideal for tank and plane 
warfare — vast distances and open 
plains. The Turkish defense line 
would probably extend along the 
Taurus mountain range—the coun­ 
try's only natural defense barrier. 
The Turks, as history has proven, 
arc stubborn fighters, and unless the 
Axis could gain control of the Med­ 
iterranean they could not bt' iso­ 
lated. This is exactly the kind of a 
military situation the Nazis try to 
avoid. 
If Turkey can be won to the Allied 
side, and the Allies can establish 
complete control of the Mediterran­ 
ean, the problem of supplying Russia 
will be greatly reduced by access of 
the Black sea route, thus eliminating 
the long haul to Murmansk and the 
Persian gulf. 


M EDITERRANEAN.—The Mediterranean sea was called by the Romans 
the "Sea in the Middle of the Land,’’and to them no other lands, no other 
seas existed. On this land-locked sea of history has been fought all of 
Europe’s decisive naval battles except two—Jutland and the Spanish Ar­ 
mada. In 480 B. C. Xerxes watched the Athenians crush his hopes of 
world conquest off the shores of Salamis. In the Battle of Actium, 31 B. C., 
the galleys of Antony met those of Octavian. The Battle of Lepanto in 
1571, off the Peloponnesos, saw Christendom throw off the dominance of 
the Turks. At Aboukir bay, off the coast of Egypt, Lord Nelson destroyed 


G IBRALTAR, M ALTA.—Gibraltar and the Suez canal are the Mediterran­ 
ean’s only entrances. They have both long been in British hands but be­ 
cause the Axis has free access to the Mediterranean through Italy, Great 
Britain has attempted to neutralize Italy’s strategic position through the 
maintenance of a powerful base on the bomb-battered island of Malta. 
Gibraltar is small: two and three-quarters of a mile long by three-quar­ 
ters of a mile wide, and 1,437 feet to its highest point. Space to conceal 
batteries has only been gained by digging deep into the steep walls. Into 
the miles of caverns the British have stored tons of ammunition and food 
supplies as against the day Gibraltar must go on its own. It lies within 
easy range of modern guns, if Spain and the Axis powers choose to attack. 
Algeciras, on the Spanish mainland, is but four and a half miles across 
Algeciras bay. Camero Point, at the entrance to the bay on the Spanish 
side, is supposedly fortified. Across the Strait of Gibraltar to Santa Catalina 
Point is but 18 miles. Here, at Fort Hacho, are long-range guns which could 
shell Gibraltar from the south. No flat surface in the colony is large enough 
to serve as an airport, and none can be built. Because of this there are no 
defending land-based fighters except those available from our newly won 
bases in French Morocco. On the other hand the ‘ Rock is bristling with 
anti-aircraft guns of all types and will account for itself well. 
Gibraltar’s position in a strictly naval conflict is self-evident. Gibraltar 
could stand and yet the Mediterranean could be lost. The Rock* could 
probably withstand a prolonged siege, but because it can be bypassed by 
the methods of modem war it may not be called upon to do so 
in the present conflict. Malta’s location—half way between Gibraltar and 
Suez—is a different story. It is a mid-Mediterranean fortress, naval and 
air base of first magnitude without the control of which any power m the 
Mediterranean would find itself constantly threatened on its flanks. It 
neutralizes Italy’s bases in SicUy and the Italian base on PanteUena island. 
Although its proximity to Sicilian air bases has made it untenable as a 
shelter for the British Mediterranean fleet it sits athwart of and threatens 
the Axis Europe-Africa supply route, and it completely dominates the 
central Mediterranean. But Malta is more than a base. It is a symbol of 
Allied determination and courage. 


Napoleon’s fleet and his oriental dreams. 
Italy has long cherished control of the Mediterranean, and she has some 
ancient claims on this great waterway. As early as 1000 A. D. the ships 
of Venice were Europe’s chief contact with the East. But English men- 
of-war did not neglect the Mediterranean, which increased tremendously 
with the opening of the Suez canal in 1869. Soon the British had both ends 
bottled up and control of the tiny island of Malta at the bottleneck be­ 
tween Sicily and French Tunisia, which stood out like a stop signal before 
Italy’s aspirations in North Africa. 
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
